As they were thus corfulting for advancement of the common goul, 
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wer Rookes, Horne-Owles and Se 


end committed many ontrages, and nothing could ſatisfie them, but the 


Criffons head, which was therefore chopt off and offered up as a ſacrifice x4, Straff 


to make them leave their chattering, and appeaſe their fwry for the time, Creſt. 
They fell foule afterwards upon the Pies, who were uſed to be much 
reverenced, and to fit upon the bigheſt pearch in that great Aſſembly - 
they called them [dolatrons and inauſpicions Birds, they hated their mixt | 
colour, repined at their. long traine, they tore their white feathers, and 
were ready to peck, out their eyes : they did what they could to put them 
in Owles feathers, to make them the more hated, and to be ſtard and” 
booted at whereſoever they paſſed. The Pies being thus ſcar d preſented 
a Petition to the royall Eagle, and to this hus great Comnſell, that they 
might be ſecured to repaire ſafely thither to fit and conſult, according to 
the ancient Lawes of the Volatill Empire continued ſo many ages wi x ns 
conrollment or queſtion : in which Petition they mſerted a Proteſt or 
Caveatythat no publike Att paſſe (hould in the interim. Thus Supplication, 
both for matter and forme, was excepted againſt, and cyyed wp to be high 
Treaſon, ſpecially that inde finite Protelt they had made,that no Att what- 
ſoever hold be of any validity without them, which was alledged to dero- 
(ae frrom the High Law-making power of that great Connſell, and ten- « 
ded to Petard and diſturb the great aff aires which were then mm ry ron : 
ſo the pooxe Pies, as if by that Petition they had like the Black-vird voy- 
&#d Lime to catch themſelves, for Turdus cacat ſibi malum, were /#d- 
tenly hurried away into a Cage, and afier ten long Moneths canvaſſing of 
the pornt, they were 'unpearch'd,avd rendred for ever wunc apable to be mem- 
ber: of that Comrt, they were ſtrucke dumb and voyce-leſſe, and ſnddenty 
blrane up away thence wahout any force of powder, 45 once was plotted 
arent them. But this was done when athin number of Birds had kept 
fa together, and ſtuck cloſe againſt them, and after that the Bill con- 
erning them had been once ejeited, which they humbly conceived by the 
®cient order of that Comrt could not be re-admitted in the ſame Seſſion. 
They Petitioned from the place they were cooped in.that for heavens ſhe, 
for the honowy of that noble C ownſell, for truth and juſtice ſake, they be- 
mg as free-borne Deniſons of the ayre K egron, As any other Volatils what- 
ſever, their charge might be perfedted, that ſo they might be brought to 
al:gall triall, and not forced to languiſh in ſuch captivity.

Alt /aſt, wpon the 
1mporiunit and prrifulneſſe of thery Petitions, the accuſation of Irealon, 
which hep: ſuch an1ſe a firſt, berg declined againſt them, they were re» 
leaſed inthe morning, but cooped rp agaime before mght ; and after the 
revolution of foure all Moones, they were reſtored agaime 0a conditional 
liberty, nader which they remaie till this day,

endeavours to be uſcfull ro the Rebells, preſents to the Lords, 
Juſtices, and Ccuncell, from tmany of the Centry and Inhadi- 
rants of the County of Lonzford.(all in Rebellion) a rebellious 
and ſcandalous Letter in the 'nature of a Remonſtrance , full of 
pretend-d grievances and unreaſonable demands : As n1mely,

of the Privie-Councell of Ireland, that favour the Rebels , met 
at the Marquefſe of Ormond's houſe, where the Propoſitions 
which the Lord Taafe brought from the Rebels were debated. 
TheLord Taff is lince gone into Cannaught , Brene is come 
back to Oxford to give an accompt of this imployment. 

By this which hath bin thus trucly related , every min may 
ding what was meant by His Majcfties not conſenting that 
the Parliament ſhould ſend a Comittee into Ireland the laſt yeer, 
ro endeavour the carrying on the War againſt the Rebels, upon 
pretence that the Earl of Lieceſter was preſently to go over thi. 
ther, who is yet remaining at Oxford. That when that Commit- 
tee had prevailed with the Lords-Tuſtices and Councell, and 
with many of the prime Commanders and other Officers of the 
Army in Leinſter, to ſubſcribe by way of Adventure for Landin 
Tr-/ixd to be (cried by a new Bill, very confiderable ſums which 
were to be dedutted out of their reſpeRtive entertainments, and 
were in a fair and hopeful l way to induce moſt of the Officers 
of that Kingdome to do the l|ke, which would have been a prin- 
cipall meanes under God to have quickned the mannaging of 
that Warr, when the Officers that muſt do the worke ſhould 
have bin engaged in intereſt, as well as honour to proſecute the 
ſame with vigour and effet and would have leffened the inſup- 
portable charge of that War, and in all probability would have 
encouraged the Adventurers in London and elſewhere, to have 
proceeded cheerfully to a ſecond Subſcription. Then to render 
this endeavour fruitlefſe, one Captain Tarner did confidently: 
affirm, that thoſe which had or ſhould ſubſcribe, were enemies 
to the King, a thing fo incredible, that few could believe it, till 
che ſame man went to Oxford, and upon his returne to Dublis, 
aſſured the Lord Marqueſſe of Ormond andthe Officers, that he 
had diſcourfed with His Majeſty about this way of Subſcription, 
and that His Majeſty did not approve of the fame : Whereupon 
theſe who had ſubſcribed did withdraw their hands, and rhe 


reſt were wholly diſcouraged, finding His Majeſty to diſlike df

That abont this time a Commillion was ſent over, to meet 
with the Redells, and to hear what they could ſay or propound 
tor themſclves, which Commiſſion was diretcd to the Lord 
Marqueſſc Ormond, the Commander in chief of the Engliſh Ar- 
mies there, (whoſe duty was to fight, and not to treat with the

And whereas the Lords and Commons finding that from the 
Battel! of Kilrwſ5, which was fought in «April, 1642. till Oe. 
ber following, the Army in Leinſter had not been fo attive as 
was en and therefore to y_ the War, to inform 
themſelves of the wants and defects of the Army, and of all 6- 
ther things that might enable them the better, Ts ſend thither, 
| axd diſpoſe of there, ( actording to that Starnte) ſuch Forces, Moe - 
niet, Ammunition and Neceſſaries, as were requilite for that 
ſervice, thought it very expedient to ſend into Ireland a Com + 
mittee for that purpoſe, Members of the Houſe of Commons, 
but authogiſed trom both Houſes,who carrying with them above 
Twenty thouſand pounds in ready Money, belides great ſtore of 
Powder, Match, and other Ammunition, and hazarding their : 
lives in the Winter ſeaſon, meerly for the good of that King- 
dom, might juſtly have expeRed a cordiall welcome there. But 


when thoſe that now appear too cvidently to favour _ 
bv"; 
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bels, aw that during the abode vt the Committee there,Parties 
were continually ſcnt forth to deſtroy the Enemy : That the 
Committee engaged their own particular credits, to take up 
fonies for the relief, and ſetting forth of the Army z That the 
Commiſlion ſent over to treat with the Rebels, was not like to 
haze fo good ſucceſle as was wiſhed by them, ſs long as the 
Committee were preſent at the Councell-Table, wire all the 
proceedings againſt the Rebclls were promoted angl conchu- 
ded; ALetrer was fen: from His Majcſty to the Lords Juſt ces 
and Councell to tis ce, that His viazcſtic took notice , that 
without His conſent or privity , they had admitted of one 
Maſter Robert Goodwyn, and one vaſter Reynolds, to be preſent 
at their debates, who thereupon were beceme ſo bold, as to 
Vote with them, a thing of ſuch preſumption, as none of theſe 
predeceſſors would have done or ſuffered : And therefore His 
Mg.ſty did require the Lords Iultices and Couocell , not to 
dmit them any more ; That He knew of no bufinefſe thoſe men 
had in His Kingdom of Ireland; but if they had any,they ſhould 
make their addreſſes like other of His SubjcRs; and did vu 
their Allegiance charge the Lords Iuſtices and Councell te 
take care that thoſe perſons did not»ſow Sedition among His 
good Subjects.

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The Examination of James Peiſley, late of Dublin, 
in the Kingdom of Ireland, 
Sath, 
Hat about the moneth of March 1641. it was his fortune 
to be preſent when Aſackmaghor, 0.1c of the grand Rebels 
of Ireland, was Wracked , and fs Examnation taken by Sir 
Charles Coor, ſenior : in the preſence of Sir Francis Willowby, 
Sir Arthur L-ft-r, the Conſtable of the Caltl:, and ſome others, 
the (aid Mackmo'en confeſſed that the Originall of that Rebel» 
lon was brought over to them by their Committee, who 
were imployed by the Iriſh Parliament to His Maxdtie, fr 
redreſſe of their Grievances in that Kingdom, and that they ha- 
ving often ſolicited His Majeftie for that purpoſe, was wy, wet- 
ed, That he was willing to grant them their defire, and that he 
did confefſe they were His good Subxts ; but that He 
was ſo epprelt by his Parliament in England,that he knew not 
bow to relieve them ; wiſhing he knew how to be revesged 


on them, or words to that purpoſe ; which occaſioned Sir 


Charles Coor to take him up , calling him Rogue and Raskall, 
for offering to lay ſuch a charge upon the King , whom he ſaid 
would aſhſt them in things honelt and juſt , but not give them 
Commiſſion to cut our Throats. This Narration was not in- 
certed in the Fxamination read to Mackmaghon after S* Charles 
Cor had finithed it : The Reaſon, as this Examinate then con» 
ceived, was, That it being a matter of great conſequence, they 
would tal e ſome other time to examine that point more pri- 
vately, which whether they did or no, this Examinac knows

pounds of the Adventurers money tor 1r</and, ſuppoſing that 
Order very prejudiciall to the affairs of /r:{and, and contrary 
to an AR of Parliainent made this preſent Seſſion ; Do in the 
irſt place Declare, That theſe diretions given by His Maz.(ty 
tor the retraQting of this Order, is an high breach of priviledge 
of Parliament ; And they cannot, without a deep ſenſe of for. 
row , call to minde how Popiſh and Prelaticall Countdlls did 
ſo far prevail with his Majcſty, that tewo Armies were brought 
within the bowcls of this Kingdom,and two Protdtant Nati- 
ons ready to welter in each others blood; that when both thole 
Armies had been a long time defrayed at the charge of the poor 
Commons of England, and at length, by Gods blefling upon 
the endeavours of the Parliament, quictly disoanded, the fame 
wicked Counſcls ( prevented of that deſigne ) did foon after 
raiſe this bloody and barbarous Rebellion in /relind : The fup- 
preſſing whereof (for the better colour) was recommended to 
the care of the Parliament ; who, out of a fcllowsfeeling of 
the unſpeakable miſeries of their Proteſtant brethren there{(not 
ſuipeRipg this horrid Plot, now too apparent ) did cheerfully 
nndertake that great work,and do really intend and endeavour

That although the Revells had molt impudently [tiled them- 
ſelves, The Qnrens Army , and profelt that the cauſe of their 
riſing was, To maintain the Kings Prerogative,and the Queens 
Relizion,againſt the Puritan Parliament of Zag/and ; And that 
hea back Houſes of Parliament did hunvly and earneſt. 
l; aiviſe His Majeſty to wipe away this dangerous ſcandall, by 
proclaiming them Rebels and Traytors to His Majcſty and the 
Crown of England, which then would have mated and weak- 
ned the Confſpirators in the beginning , and kave encourgged 
both the Parliament here, and good people there, the more vi- 
gorouſly to have oppolcd their proceedings : Yet ſuch was the 
power of thoſe C. unfells, that no Ptoclamation was (et forth 
tothat purpoſe, till almoſt three months after the breaking out 
of this Revellion, and then Command given, That out 40 
ſhoul be Printed, nor they publiſhed , till further directions 
fhould be given by His Majelty. 

That after both Houſes of Parliament had found out a pro» 
vable way to reduce the Kingdom of Jre/and , by the Adven- 
ture of private men, without any charge to the Subject 1n ge» 
nerall, and which they are very confident would have brought 
ina Million of money ( had His MajcRy continued inor necr 
Linden ) thoſe malicious whiſperers, that durſt not hinder the 
paſſing of the Bill, which was ſo fpeciousin it ſelf, and ſo ge- 
ncrally approved : Yet have by "vI—K by drawing His Maje» 
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ſtie from His Parliament, by ke: ping Him at this diſtance; and 
adviſing him to make War upon His People, fo intimidated 
and diſcouraged the Adventurers , znd others that would have 
adventured, that they have rendred that good Bill in a manner 
in«F-uall.

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were written to the ſaid Earl from His Majeſty, that he ſhould 
make no ſtay at Torb for his diſpatch, but that his Inſtructions 
ſhould be ready for him againſt he came : An1-although it is 
notoriouſly known , That the Aﬀiirs of Ireland do exceed- 
ingly ſaffer by wanting the perfonall aſſiſtance of a Com- 
mander in chict , to give both life and notion to the Army 
there;yet the ſatd Earl hath been ſtayed with His Majdty in the 
North a month and more, and as yet can get nodiſpatch. 

That not withſtanding the bleeding condition of 7rel-md, yt 
divers Commanders and Officers in pay , and in aRuall em- 
ployment there againſt the Revels, have becn called away from 
that important Service, by the expreſſ: Command of.

That His Ma dties Forces are ſo Q nrtered in and about 
the common Roads to Ir:{and, that nether Moncy, Cloths, 
Victaalls, or other Proviſion can paſſe thither by Land with 
any ſafety. 

That Captaia Kerel-by the Admirall , and Sir Henry Strad

Chriſt liveth in me, and the life that I live is by the Faith of 
the Sonne of God, even till this new life be breathed in, the 
Law exerciſeth dominion oyera man, but when hee no 
longer lives, Chriſt is his life, as Col.3. 4. /ob. 11, 25, 
1-folg5. 12. then the Law cannot have dominion over 
him, for now he is a new creature, and walkes in newneſle 
of life, » Cor, 5:17.
